-ONDON, May 29.—The full mag- 
nitude of the disaster to the Em- 


by the English public only late to- 
night. The day was one of suspense 
and eagerness for news throughout 
the kingdom, while conflicting bulle- 
tins succeeded one another from 
early morning to evening. 

The last regular editions of the 
evening papers contained the report 
that many had been saved. Extras 


| were issued later with the statement 


that “the chief Marconi operator of 
the Empress of Ireland has wired 
from Farther Point that 1000 peo- 
ple have been drowned.” 

The worst fears were confirmed by 
Sir Thomas Shaughnessy's statement 
in the extras, which reached theater- 
goers that the catastrophe was the 
most serious in the history of the St. 
Lawrence route. 

The calamity did not come home 
to Londoners nearly as acutely as 
the loss of the Titanic, because com- 
paratively few well known or promi- 
nent English people were among the 
passengers. Sir Henry Seton-Karr 
and Laurence Irving were the only 
persons aboard whose names were 
well known here. Most of the other 
English passengers in the first cabin 
were business men from provincial 
cities. 

Capt. R. G. Kendall, commander 
of the Empress of Ireland, was recalled 
to notice because of his work in 
identifying and securing the arrest 
of the London murderer, Dr. Crippen.

The hurried prayer of the sea was 
picked up by the government mail 
tender Lady Evelyn here and the gov- 
ernment piiot boat Eureka at Farther 
Point. Both sped to the rescue, 80 
deep was the wound of the Empress, 
however, and so fast the inrush of 
waters, that long before either of the 
rescue boats could reach the scene, 
the liner had gone down. 

‘Only floating wreckage and a few 
lifeboats and rafts from the steamer, 
buoying up less than a third of those 
who had set sail on her, were to be 
found. The rest had sunk with the 
liner, had been crushed to death in 
the Storstad's impact with her, or had 
been forced from exhaustion and ex- 
posure in the ice-chilled northern 
waters to loose their hold on bits 
wreckage that had suported them 
had drowned 

Only a few persons were picked up 
by the Storstad, which was badly 
crippled by the collision; and these 
were brought here by the collier, to- 
gether with those saved by the Eureka 


and the Lady Evelyn. 
Twenty-two of the rescued died 
from injury or exposure. The oth- 


ers, most of whom had jumped in the 
boats or plunged into the water scant- 
Uy clad, were freely given such cloth- 
ing as the town could supply, and 
later those that were able to travel 
were placed on board a train and 
started for Quebec, where they ar-

Accounts agree that in the brief 
space of time-—not more than four- 
teen minutes—between the shock of 
the collision and the sinking of che 
liner, there was little cance for sys- 
tematic marshalling of the passen- 
gers. Everything indicates that hun- 
dreds of those on the steamer prob- 
ably never reached thg decks. Very 
few women were among the saved, not 
more than a dozen, the lists make it

According to 
one of the res ted, the explosion, 
trobably caused by the water reach- 
ing the boilers, bulged the liner's sides 
and hurled people from her decks out 
into the sea.

Many of them 
are actuated by political. or 
selfish motives and not by a desire 
to promote the welfare of the dis 
trict. e arguments they are uring 
for annexation were repudiatece at 
the April election and ought to be, 
and I belleve will be, again repv- 
diated June 1. 

“I protest against the. methods 
that are now used to coerce votes fo! 
annexation. They are unfair and } 
do not believe they will meet with 
the approval of the good people of 
Los Angeles. I do not believe that 
a man’s job should depend on 
whether he favors or opposes an- 
nexation or that other means should 
be employed to defeat the will of the 
people. 

“The advocates of annexation, 
knowing in advance that a new pe- 
tition would be immediately filed if 
the April election went against them, 
in anticipation of their defeat, pro- 
cured the registration of voters fa- 
vorable to their side, thus gaining an 
undue advantage over the opponents 
of annexation who believed the April 
election would settle the question for 
at least a reasonable time. For this 
reason, and in this manner, many 
voters who do not favor annexation 
will be deprived of their votes and the 
vote cast will not be an expression 
of the majority of the people who 
would be affected by annexation, 

“The advocates of annexation are 
endeavoring to obtain votes by mak- 
ing promises that they know can not 
be fulfilled at least for a long time 
to come. They promise a sewerage 
system, reduced street car fare, re- 
duced teephone rates, reduced gas 
rates, reduced rates for electricity, a 
garbage collection, lower water rates, 
improved streets, fire and police pro- 
tection, better mali] service. Those 
who are trying to mislead and de- 
ceive voters by these promises know 
full well that annexation will not 
bring these benefits for several years 
to come.”

CONVICTED MURDERER STOICAL

After two-years’ sickness originally 
caused by a railway accident, W. 
Chalmers Smith, for thirty-one years 
an employee of Wells Fargo & Co., 
died yesterday morning at his home 
at No. 1056 Sanborn avenue, to which 
he had lately removed from Hyperion 
avenue. 

Smith was 56 years old. He was 4 
native of North Carolina and came to 
California in 1883, immediately en- 
tering the service of the express com- 
pany, of which he was a valued serv- 
ant. Some months ago he was ap- 
pointed an officer of the probate 
court but was never able to serve on 
account of hie poor health. 

He was a Knight of Tent No. 2 of 
the Maccabees and his long residence 
in the city brought him a host of 
friends. His widow was for many 
years president of the California Con- 
gress of Mothers and of other wom- 
en’s organizations. In addition to her 
he leaves a son, Chalmers Coleman, 
aged 17; a sister, Mre. C. H. Plum- 
mer; a mother and three brothers. 
The funeral services will be held Mon- 
day afternoon from the parlors of 
Overholtzer 4 Sons, place of inter 
ment to be announced later.

Is or is not the California Develop- 
ment Company a public utility in the 
light of the modification of the Public 
Utilities Act by the last Legislature? 

This question emerged yesterday 
from a welter of seemingly extran- 
eous matter at the State Raflroad 
Commission's inquiry into the legal 
status of the development company. 
Action was precipitated by complaints 
filed with the commission by Louis J. 
Ivey, Adolph Becker, and the City of 
Holtville against the development 
company and its receiver, Col. W. H. 
Holabird. 

Arguments revolved around the ap- 
plicability at the present time of the 
State Supreme Court's finding in the 
case of Thayer versus Holabird that 
the company is not a public utility. 
This decision furnished the ground 
work for the company’s defense and 
pointed the arguments of the attor- 
neys for the Title Insurance and Trust 
Company and Boaz Duncan, who in- 


| tervened on behalf of the company. 


The contention of the plaintiffs was 
that a concern furnishing water for 
money is a public utility in the light 
of the 1913 amendments to the Public 
Utilities Act and therefore subject to 
the jurisdiction of the commission. 


missioner Thelen, who heard the case, 
indicate that thie was also their view. 

A decision in the case was promised 
within a month by Thelen, who is at- 
torney for the commission. Though 


of all parties following the hearing, 
Thelen allowed the plaintiffs five days 
in which to submit briefs and the de- 
fendants an additional five days to re- 
view them. . 

In case the commission finds the 
company a public utility, it is a fore- 
gone conclusion that the resumption 
of jurisdiction will be subjected to 
court test. Col. W. H. Holabird, the 
receiver for the company, has al- 
ready said that it will be. As a re- 
sult, the 1913 amendments to the 
Public Utilities Act, which have per- 
mitted the commission to assume 
nearly plenary powers over varying 
industries, will be subjected to their 
first court test. 

If the courts find the commission 
in the right, it will mean that there- 
after that body can force the Califor- 
nia Development Company to make 
extensions at the discretion of the 
commission. The commission will 
also have jurisdiction over its rates 
and over its internal finances. 

Louis J. Ivey and Adolph Becker, 
two of the complainants, wish the 


‘commission to compel the Develop- 


ment Company to furnish water to 
land owned by them. The City of 
Holtville wishes the rate at which it 
receives water reduced from $1 an 
acre foot to 60 cents. 


FORCES HONEST DPEALAINGS.

vertising Is Prosecuted With Ex- 

cellent Results. 

The campaign against misleading 
and fraudulent advertising and to 
force honest dealings by merchants 
is being vigorously prosecuted by the 
Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation, who have a special officer, 
not only to investigate all places, but 
te scru the show windows and 
attend auction sales. The motive 
underlying the work is to protect the 
purchaser rather than prosecute the 
offender and during the past two 
weeks merchants have been com- 
pelied to refund money for articles 
sold under a misrepresentation far 
ove the actual value. 
In one instance a tailor had ad- 
vertised to make suits at a low fig- 
ure upon a deposit of $1 and a pay- 
ment of $1 each week. Upon investi- 
gation it was discovered that he did 
not intend to continue in business or 
deliver the goods, but simply obtain 
as much money as he could and then 
victimize the de tor. He was 
taken in custody and upon his prom- 
ise to close his place no prosecution 
was made. He was compelled to re- 
turn the money paid by the 
positors. 

In another where a sult of 
clothes had been sold on the repre- 
sentation that it was ofa higher value 
than was paid, and this statement 
was found to be false, the clothing 
tore was compelled to deliver to the 
purchaser a suit of the actual value 
paid for. 

The auction sales are watched with 
great care @nd the effective work of 
the Merchants’ and Manufacturers 
Association ia evidenced by the care 
in which statements are made by 
auctioneers and entire change in 
signs and placards in show windows 
of the actual value of the articles of- 
fered for sale.

We have in the executive office in 
Washington another American re- 
garded as great by many of his coun- 
trymen, as nearly great by another 
portion of the population, and those 
who regard Woodrow Wilson as in- 
trinsically a small man are not many. 


Americans have much to be thankful 


for in the fact that most of our Chief 
Executives have been men _ distin- 
guished for ability in several ways, 
most of them in many ways. 


But measured in almost any qualit 
of character by Washington’s stan 
ard, Mr. Wilson is not certainly a su- 
premely great man. And perhaps in 
no way does he show his limitations 
more than in the diametrical opposi- 
tion manifested in his foreign policy 
to the advice given by Gen. Washing- 
ton in his farewell address. No intel- 
ligent American citizen true to his 
country will impugn the motives of 
the President in any of his acts. His 
aspirations are high and his intentions 
are good. But inevitably there arises 
in one’s mind the proverbial use to 
which good intentions are often put 
in paving an automobile boulevard to 


fia certain region well known but not

If Mr. Wilson had kept in mind the 
wise advice of the first President of 
the United States we should not now 
have our fleet around Mexico, our 
army occupying at least one city in 
that republic, and we should not be 
on the very verge of a war which if 
entered into will cost the country a 
vast sum of money and, worse still, 
tens of thousands of precious lives. 


There is no use in dodging the con- 
clusion or trying to, for it cannot be 
done. The President has been inter- 
fering in Mexican affairs in the most 
unjustifiable way. It was none of, our 
business who was Chief Executive 
there or who occupied any other 
office, how he got into office or how 
he was conducting himself in office be- 
yond his treatment of our own citi- 
zens and the protection of their prop- 
erty as well as of their persons and 
lives, nor is it any of our business now 
how the Mexican people conduct their 
own affairs, whether they divide up 
their land or not, or any other matter 
relating to the internal government of 
the country. 


There is a world of difference be- 
tween the wisdom of G. W. and that 
of W. W., and thereby is likely to 
hang a tale that will make a large vol- 
ume in the history of the world.

available, of the total quantity of lignitic 
coal in the Territory. The new estimates.

United States? We are told that Japan 
enjoys almost a monopoly of the camphor 
trade of the world. The Japanese are try- 
ing experiments to produce camphor from 
the leaves of the camphor tree. In certain 
districts of the Japanese empire, as for ex- 
ample the island of Kiushu, there are more 
than 500,000 camphor trees under cultiva- 
tion, covering 60,000 acres. The camphor is 
made now at the sacrifice of the tree. If 
the Japanese experiment manufacturing the 
camphor gum from the leaves and small 
branches of: the tree succeeds there is 
no reason why a great industry should not 
be built up in the United States and give 
the Japanese pretty lively competition. The 
tree does wonderfully well in California, 
and is one of our most beautiful street orna- 
ments, preferred by many householders to 
any other for this purpose. 


Chromic Iron Ore in California. 

EPOSITS of chromic iron ore occur in 

Maryland and the adjacent portion of 
Pennsylvania, in North Carolina, and in Wy- 
oming, but the only deposits operated in the 
United States within recent years are in 
California. Numerous deposits have been 
reported in thirty-two counties of this State 
according to the United States Geological 
Survey, and many of them could be worked 
if the demand for the ore and its value war- 
ranted exploitation. The available depos- 
its, wiih much in reserve, largely exceed the 
local demand for refractory material in a 
field extending as far east as the Rocky 
Mountains.—[Geological Survey Bulletin.

Baths are an annual affair on Boer 
farms and personal cleanliness is regarded 
as affectation and personal adornment with

This modern passion for cleanliness ought 
to be looked into before it is too late. It is 
certainly a fact that as a nation Russia is 
the most pious, and its consumption of soap, 
according to our statistician, is the lowest 
per head of the population of any in Europe.

He wants money for feast days 
and for marriages and funerals. He is not 
He has always been in 
debt and expects to stay 80 all his life. 
When he dies his debt must be paid out of 
what he leaves, or it is assumed by his 
widow and children. 

“To show you how the indebtedness 
comes,” continued the haciendado, “I have 
here the accounts of some of my Indians. 
Here is Mariano Condori, who owes me 
$309. Within the past year the account 
shows that I have loaned him $365. Of 
this he has paid something on account, and 
in addition has sold us ten sheep at 20 cents 
each, and one bull for which we have cred- 
ited him $7.50. ! 

“The next account is that of Manuel Ja- 
cinto, who received $45 during the year 
and at the end owed $34. Part of the bal- 
ance he paid in currency, and he is cred- 
ited also with 40 cents for the loan of his 
horse to us. He got 31 for taking a train 
of llamas to Cuzco and bringing back food 
and meat. Think of going 108 miles for $1, 
and carrying a ton load on your llamas all 
the way. Here is the account of Facunda 
Casa, which shows that he sold us thirty 
sheep for $7.50 or for 25 cents apiece. The 


“But doesn’t this method of carryi 
crops so cheaply to the markets compete 
with the railroads?” 

“Of course it does,” replied the hacien- 
dado. “Why should I use the railroad to 
market any crops when I can have my In- 
dians to do it for nothing? I would not 
give a centavo to have a railroad pass my 
farm. If it did, myself and family would 
be the only ones who would use it. If I 
send my goods by the Indians on the backs 
of llamas it takes a little longer, but if the 
weight is short when they reach the mar- 
ket the Indian is responsible. Suppose I 
ship a hundred pounds of barley to Cuzco 
by rail, and it comes in four pounds short. 
I could not get damages of the railroad, but 
the Indian would have to make up the bal- 
ance. He is responsible for everything > 
carries and if he should break a plate or a 
glass in the load of goods he brings me he 
has to pay for it.” 


“But how can you force the Indians to 
submit to such treatment?” 

“They have been used tg, it all their lives, 
and besides we can punish them in various 
ways. For small offenses we can put them 
in the farm prison on a diet of water and a 
very little else for a couple of days. We 
can also whip them for stealing, provided 
we are careful not to let the authorities 
hear of what we are doing, or we can make 
them come to Cuzco to work here as pon- 
goes for a month or so. Thére are some 
cases in which the Indians are badly 
treated, and I know of an instance on my 
own farm where an Indian was tied with a 
rope under the arms and raised to the top 
of a eucalyptus tree and left there for two 
or three hours. If it had been found out the 
overseer would have gone to jail for two or 
three years. Justice, however, is more in 
favor of the master than the servant in this 
part of the world, and although the laws to 
protect the Indians are fairly good, the In- 
dian has little chance before the courts if 
one of the higher classes is the defendant.” 


In further conversation, this man told 
me something of the Indian villages, and 
how they are governed. He says the 
farmer works almost entirely through the 
Indian village officials. Each town has a 
native alcalde or Mayor, who, as a sign of 
authority, carries a cane as big around as 2 
ball club, which is decorated with silver or- 
naments, and he has in addition two other 
officers with smaller canes. It is the busi- 
ness of these men to rectify offenses and 
to pass upon disputes. They have the right 
of punishment. They are selected each 
year. In ad@ition, each village has a man- 
don, who is a kind of overseer of the work 
of the town, and of-the Indians as em- 
ployed by the farmer. The farmer gives all 
his orders through the mandon, and the lat- 
ter is responsible for seeing that the work 
shall be done. He has also charge of the 
farm tools, and is responsible for the suc- 
cess of the crops. This is a high office and 
is greatly desired. 


| I asked some questions as to the tduca- 


ef the Indians, and was told that there 
are practically no Indians in the schools 
in the out-of-the-way provinces. They 
sometimes go to the public schools in the 
towns, and there is no regulation that pro- 
hibits them from attending them. It is 
some trouble, however, to establish a school 
on an estate far away from the railroad. It 
has to be done through the Minister of Pub- 
lic Instruction, of whom there is a repre- 
sentative in every province. To do this re- 
quires money, time, trouble and influence, 
and the majority of the land holders do not 
care. Some of them prefer to have igno- 
rant and willing laborers to intelligent and 
independent ones, and they say that it is 
the educated Indian who usually causes 
most trouble. One of the haciendados told 
me that he found those Indians who had 
been in the army the most difficult to con- 
trol, and that he wanted his Indians as 
workers and not as scholars, or advisers or 
friends. 
In closing this letter I would say that 
the conditions herein described are those 
current in the province of Paucartambo, and 
that they are not the same all over Peru. 
There are many places in which the Indians 
work only two or three days a week for the 
use of their houses and lands, and in some 
they are also paid a small wage for their 
work. In other places they have small 
farms of their own and raise their own 
stock and crops. As a rule, however, they 
have but few rights that the white and 
cholo land owners are bound to respect: 
and there is room for a great movement 
toward their education and civilization, and 
in the giving of them the liberty which -we 
concede should be the right of every- 
in these modern times.

Marriage in Japan. | 

[Westminster Gazette:! According to 
the statistics of the last Japanese Blue 
Book there are very few Japanese women 
who do not marry. The majority of Japa- 
nese girls marry at 21 years of age. The 
men usually marry at 26, but marriage at 
the age of 15 is not unknown, and 4000 mar- 
riages at the age of 17 were registered in 
the case of men last year, while 7000 girls 
of the age of 16 were married. The num- 
ber of women who married at 30 was only 
1000 more, but the number of men who set 
up house for themselves at 30 was 18,000. 
The decline in the figures after this is 
rapid; only 3700 men and 1600 women of 
the age of 40 married last year in Japan. 
Practically every Japanese man who does 
not join a Buddhist monastery marries. 
The old bachelor and the old maid are al- 
most unknown in the land of the chrysan- 
themum. 


Columbus’ Many Resting Places. 

[Milwaukee Press:! The proposal to 
take the body of Christopher Columbus to 
Panama for exhibition recalls to mind that 
this would be the pioneer's sixth resting- 
place since he died in 1506. 

Columbus was buried in Valladolid, Spain, 
his body being exhumed a few years later 
and recommitted to earth at the Char- 
treuse convent, Seville. 

Here it was only allowed to rest a very 
short period, being taken across the Atlan- 
tic—then, of course, many months’ journey 
—jin 1538, and buried for the third time in 
the Cathedral of St. Domingo. 

After a lapse of 250 years, in 1795, part of 
the island passed to France, so once again 
the patriotic Spaniards interrupted the na- 
tional hero’s rest to rebury him at Santiago. 
Then, when Cuba was lost to Spain, the 
body was taken back to Seville, where it 
now lies in the cathedral.

SIR BOMBAST. 


HERE never was a man more alive to 

his country’s interests than Commo- 

dore Thomas Ap Catesby Jones. Ly- 
ing with the Pacific squadron in the harbor 
ct Callao, Peru, his ears were pricked for 
the first faintest rumor of war. Why 
should they not be? These were nervous 
days. Texas had declared her independence 
of Mexico in 1836, and had made application 
for admission into the American Union. 
While a Spanish dependency Texas had been 
extensively settled by Americans. But the 
United States government was not in a 
hurry to precipitate war with Mexico, and 
Mexico refused to acknowledge the inde 
pendence of Texas, at the same time accus- 
ing the Americans of secret sympathy with 
the revolted territory.

after year the question came up in Con- 
gress, without being acted upon. 

The United States did have a longing eye 
fixed upon California, and particularly the 
harbor of San Francisco, the finest port in 
the world at that time, and the safest in 
more than a thousand miles of coast. It 
seemed particularly desirable as a protec- 
tion to the Oregon settlements, and as an 
“outlet to the Pacific Ocean for the immense 
expanse of country, as yet wild and unset- 
tled, extending from the frontiers of Mis- 
souri, Arkansas and Louisiana westward.” 

The United States was particularly watch- 
ful of the other powers. England already 
had Vancouver Island. Mexico had refused 
a liberal offer from our government for the 
purchase of California in 1835. The vessels 
of America, England and France sailed up 
and down the watery highways year after 


year with an eagle eye on the golden coast. 


England felt that she had a bit the best of 
the situation through Mexico's $5,000,000 in- 
debtedness. | 


In 1842 the situation was at high tension. 
On account of Texas, trouble between Mex- 
ico and the United States was looked for at 
any moment. Relations betwen Commodore 
Jones and Admiral Thomas, of the British 
squadron, were very friendly. But suddenly 
came a message to the commodore from 
John Parrott, Consul at Mazatlan, stating 
that war had undoubtedly broken out, and 
trging Jones to hasten to Monterey. Coin- 
cidentally, Admiral Thomas paid a parting 
visit to Commodore Jones, informing him 
that the squadron sailed on the morrow, 
upon a mission that was strictly private and 
confidential. The commodore mistakenly 
supposed that the admiral had received 
news similar to his own. After the depart- 
„ ure of the British, he put the Cyane in trim, 
and crowding sail, made for Monterey. On 
October 19 the frigate anchored before 
Monterey. and on the following day Commo- 
dore Jones landed with 400 men, ran up the 
Stars and Stripes over the presidio, and 
fired salutes, declaring California a part of 
the United States. 

Gov. Alvarado was thunderstruck. He 
was not equipped to offer resistance, and 
could only transmit the summons to sur- 
sender to his successor, then on his way 
to Monterey. His successdf was one Man- 
nel Micheltorena, who had been appointed, 
on January 19 “comandante-general,” in- 
spector,” “Gobernador propietario” of the 
cepartment of the Californias. This bris- 
tling and bombastic general was ordered by 
the Mexican government to take with him a 
large military force. Something strenuous 
must be done to keep out the Americano. 
In earlier days it had been all very well, 
when Sir Gringo embraced the Catholic re- 
ligion, married into the Spanish family, and 
swore allegiance to the Mexican flag. But 
he did not deem it necessary to do these 
things now. 

Micheltorena entered Mazatlan with 350 
men. They were principally convicts, some 
collected at the Mexican capital, and oth- 
ers on the line of march. Their characters 
were so bad that the Mazatlan authorities 
herded them on a harbor island under strict 
guard, until the general should ship with 
them, and their dirty, raggedefamilies.

An Indian village, Anatlan, a couple of 
miles distant, provides a curious contrast 
with the Spanish atmosphere of the town. 
These Indians, though they have lived for 
centuries close to Spanish-speaking people, 
refuse not only to speak but even to under- 
stand Spanish, and have kept up their tribal 
dialect and traditions with characteristic 
jealousy, although they are very devout 
Catholics. 

It is after leaving Cordoba that the stu- 
pendous beauty of the scenery appears. 
There are passes and points and curves on 
this line that make a man draw in his 
breath, and not only in admiration. Just 
beyond Cordoba the railroad creeps cau- 
tiously down the Metlac ravine and over 
the bridge spanning the tropical Metlac tor- 
rent, a piece of engineering that is consid- 
ered wonderful even today. 

The bridge is 350 feet long and curves at 
a radius of 325 feet, with a striking horse- 
shoe effect, on a grade of at least 3 per cent., 
and some ninety feet above the river. It is 
considered beyond doubt the most danger- 
ous point of this dangerous line. 

The outlook is wonderful, what with trees 
covered with many-colored blossoms, varie- 
ties of palms, creepers of all kinds, jungle 
and, far below, the tropical valley. After 
passing through numerous short tunnels, the 
train finally enters upon a widening plateau 
studded with native huts, which have for a 
long time been absent from the landscape. 

At 4000 feet Orizaba is reached. This is 
one of the most picturesque towns in all 
Mexico. It stands on the site of a very an- 
cient aboriginal settlement which was con- 
quered by the invading Aztecs some sixty 
years before the Spaniards under Cortes 
appeared in Mexico. 

Its name is derived from one of the many 
streams watering the vicinity. The power 
of this stream was utilized by the Spaniards 
to run a flour mill as early as 1553—more 
than half a century before the Pilgrims 
landed at Plymouth. 

Today the waters of Orizaba and vicinity, 
notably those of the Rio Bianco, are utilized 
for the production of textiles, the mills being 
equipped with the latest machinery and op- 
erated by electric power from the falls. 
The cotton mills for which Orizaba is fa- 
mous are among the largest in the republic. 

Orizaba, thanks to its delightful climate 
and its many products of both the tropic and 
temperate zones, its picturesque situation 
and easy access both from the coast and 
the plateau, has always been a favorite re- 
sort where people from the capital and 
Puebla meet those from Vera Cruz and far- 
off Yucatan. 

There are some We old churches 
and a few monuments, notably that erected 
to the memory of the “defenders of the 
fatherland“ —defensores de la patria—dedi- 
cated to the sons of the State of Vera Cruz, 
the inscription says, who defended the 
country and Orizaba against the American 
invaders in 1847 and 1848. 

It is a marble statue made in Italy.. One 
side bears the quotation from Lucanus, “Vic- 
trix causa Deis placuit sed victa Catoni,” 
which might convey a special significance 
to President Huerta. 

Orizaba’s market-place reflects the beauty 
and fertility of its surroundings. There one 
finds every variety of fruits, vegetables and 
flowers. Mangoes, pineapples, bananas, 
melons, Oranges, tomatoes, cocoanuts, ma- 
meys, lilies, roses, gardenias and many oth- 
ers.

It is interesting to recall that the first as- 
cent was made by a party of American offi- 
cers of Gen Scott’s forces in 1848.

This spirit 
ascended to heaven in the shape of a pea- 
cock, and the Astecs believed that he woult 
some day return to Mexico, 


Climbing up beyond Maltrata over endless.

He is already 250 feet higher than the City 
of Mexico and still climbing. It seems al- 
most incredible that he left the tropics that 
same morning. 

On the left rises the W peak of 
Malinche, 14,740 feet, covered with snow. 
Here you find corn and wheat fields, and 
especially apple orchards, for which this sec- 
tion is celebrated. 

The pulque district 10 then entered. 
Mexico is the land of cactus plants, and of 
these the most conspicuous is the maguey, 
which name covers some thirty-odd species 
found on the plateau. The best known is 
the American aloe, which yields the pulque 
liquor that enters so deeply into Mexican 
customs and life. 

In Aztec times the maguey leaves were 
made into paper, much like the Egyptian 
papyrus. But even then pulque tippling was 
a national vice. It ean be traced back to 
the Toltecs, from whom the Aztecs inherited 
it when they conquered the Valley of Mex- 
ico. There is an old tradition symbolizing 
the downfall of the Toltec empire through 
pulque. 

The Spaniards were convinced that pulque 
was responsible for the degeneracy found 
among the Indians and many a vice-regal 
edict was intended to stamp it out. A Mex- 
ican pulqueria, or pulque saloon, is one of 
the most_repulsive things to be seen any- 
where on this continent. The intoxicating 
properties of pulque are very small, but its 
cheapness makes it possible for the natives, 
men and women, to swallow it in co 
quantities. The pulque problem of the Mex- 
ican highlands is on a par with the opium 
— ia Chima: 


At Ocotlaa, in the State of Tlaxcala, the 
highest point on the line is reached, 8333 
feet. From there the road descends 700 
feet to the capital. Ocotlan has a most in- 
teresting old church, one of the best speci- 
mens of Spanish colonial architecture in 
the country. It embodies the type called 
Churrigueresque, the Spanish development 
of the Italian Baroque style. It is so called 
after Jose Churriguera, a native of Sala- 
manca, Spain, who lived in the latter part 
of the seventeenth century. 

Mexico is full of this style of art, both 
architectural and ornamental. It is, in fact, 
the dominant art note of the country, and 
with its audacity of conception and exuber- 
ance of detail lends itself eminently to the 
decoration of the Mexican plateau. 

It was Tlaxcala, the smallest state of 
modern Mexico, which at the time of the 
Spanish conquest virtually decided the fate 
of the Aztec empire. The Tlaxcalans were 
a people who had evolved a form of repub- 
licanism which brought them into sharp con- 
flict with the Aztec autocracy. When 
Cortes arrived on the scene they were at 
war with the Emperor Montezuma, and after 
testing the prowess of the white invaders 
they became their stanch allies and thus 
brought about the eventual downfall of the 
Aztecs.

{There are two grand divisions in poultry 
raising; namely, Utility and Fancy. By 
Utility is meant fowls that are raised for 
eggs or for the market, and they constitute 
the great bulk of the business. | 

Fancy fowls are raised by experts or by 
the ambitious poultryman who likes to work 
out breeding problems, for exhibition, or to 
sell at fancy prices. Money can be. made 
both ways. The following article contains 

valuable suggestions.

a HE question suggested by the title of 
this article is one upon which thou- 
sands of amateur poultry breeders 

seek information each season. Very few of 

them enter the business with correct ideas 

‘of how to proceed in order to derive the 

greatest profit from the work, and a great 

number of those who are not beginners also 

3 fail © get an understanding of the special 

conditions which bring success. 
There are two branches of poultry. rais- 
ing. One is termed Utility and the other 
Fancy. There are. successful poultrymen 

ey in each class, but we wish to emphasize the 
fact that they are largely exceptional cases. 
Special experience or large capital, or both 
combined, are usually responsible for their 
success. Therefore, the question we are 
considering is really not one upon which 
there is any doubt. The two branches not 
only can be profitably combined, but in 
fact should be so handled by all who are 
not specially fitted for one branch exclu- 
sively, and those constitute the great ma- 
jority. We shall endeavor to explain 
briefly why the combination is desirable 
and how to conduct operations. : 


Dream of Beginners. 


The dream of the beginner is usually 
._. Vision of acres of ground, covered with 
poultry-houses and runs in which hundreds 
or thousands of fowls are shelling out eggs 
and are reaching the stage of development 
which fits them for market at the top price 
per pound. That jis Utility poultry keep- 
ing, and it can be conducted successfully if 
a person has the required amount of land 
and has had such experience on a sm

manage a large plant. Then there are oth- 
ers who are attracted toward fowls in the 
same way that bird lovers are interested in 
their feathered friends. This interest is 
akin to that ct the breeders of thorough- 
bred horses, cattle and even dogs. That 
branch of poultry raising is termed the 
Fancy, and it is very profitable when 
rightly handled. 
There are more than a hundred varieties 
Fot fancy fowls, embodying various types, 
sizes and colors. The fowls bring prices 


are paid for prize-winning specimens. 
Eggs from such fowls sell for $2 to $50 per 
setting of fifteen eggs. 

The wisest course for the poultryman to 
pursue is to develop both branches of the 
work till he learns which he is best adapted 
to, or to what extent he can permanently 
handle both. The fancy can be made to 
yield profitable returns with less labor, 
capital and ground than the utility branch, 
but it requires more or less special busi- 
ness ability to market the product. Table 
poultry and eggs will always command the 
regular market price, and there are plenty 
of markets. All the poultryman needs to 
do is to produce the fowls and eggs in 
art large numbers at reasonable cost and his 

profit is assured. but he needs a real poul- 
try farm of large acreage, ample labor and 
housing ac odations with facilities also 
for raising at least a portion of his grain 
for feeding purposes. 

During the past few years the utility 
poultryman has seen the steady develop- 
ment of a new detail of his business, and 
it has reached the proportions of almost 

an exclusive business for the spring months.

The chicks 
when removed from the incubator can be 
safely shipped several hundred miles, and 


there is a strong demand for them. This 


work can be made profitable on a small 
scale by nearly all poultrymen in their im- 
mediate localities. There are two main 
points upon which success hinges. Facili- 
ties for securing an ample ‘supply of fertile 
eggs must be provided, and you should be 
able to operate incubators with a fair de- 


rgree of skill. It eggs for hatching are not 


available from your own flocks or obtain- 
able elsewhere at a reasonable price, there 
will be no profit in the work, and even if 
those conditions are favorable there is still 
a chance for failure if at the end of the 
hatching period there is not a goodly per- 
centage of lively chicks. 

Utility Poultryman. 


The utility poultryman who is in the busi- 
ness on a basis that enables him to make 
his living therefrom will necessarily have 
the room and facilities for also developing 
the fancy. His success will depend upon 
his enthusiasm and his business ability. 
His method of procedure should be to de- 
vote a portion of his plant to the rearing of 
choice specimens of some popular standard- 
bred variety of fowls. He should secure 
as foundation stock the best birds he can 
afford. He should acquire a thorough 
knowledge of the standard requirements of 
his breed and then endeavor to breed the 
fowls to the highest state of perfection. 
When he has done that he should exhibit 
his stock at various poultry shows, begin- 
ning with those in his own State or section. 
If he can win a fair share of the honors in 
competition with other breeders, he is then 
in position to do a profitable business in 
stock and in eggs for hatching. A certain 
amount of business will come to him un- 
solicited as a result of his poultry-show 
record. but the greatest results can only be 
secured through afvertising m various 


ways. 


The fancier who has only a small plant 
cannot profitably devote his time to utility 
poultry-keeping, because he has not the 
room and facilities for making it produce 
any very great income. The leading fan- 
clers, however, who have plants consisting |

During the remaining seven months 
of the year the eggs must be disposed of 
for table purposes, and the fancier then 
gets into the realm of the utility man. He 
also finds it necessary to dispose of his cull 
stock during the summer and fall months, 
and here again he finds that the utility 
market is his only outlet. By cull stock is 
meant the young chickens which at the age 
of two months to six months show defects 
in color or shape which make them unfit for 
exhibiting or breeding as fancy stock. 
There is always a certain percentage of 
these cull specimens in every flock, no mat- 
ter how well bred the parent stock may be. 
In summing up the question, each indi- 
vidual must consider his own special sur- 
roundings and adaptability for either of 
both branches of the business. Some peo- 
ple will succeed with one and not the other, 
while some will do well with the combina- 
tion. The two branches can be profitably 
combined if conditions are right.

Food Preservation. 

Vigorous attempts have been made the 
past year to discredit cold storage as a 
preservative measure, but what would the 
country do without cold storage plants? 
All food cannot be consumed during the 
time of year when it is produced, such for 
instance as eggs. Hens will lay better at 
one time of the year than at another time. 
Without cold storage agencies there would 
be a plethora of eggs during a large part 
of the year and practically none the rest 
of the year. Cold storage plants gather 
up the eggs during the prolific — 
keeping them until the hens quit laying, 
when they are placed on the market for 

2 
the benefit of everybody at a price within

Were it not for cold storage certain sec- 

tions of the country would practically have 


fluoric acid, hydrocyanie acid, benzoic acid, 
salicylic acid, boric acid, as well as methyl 
compounds and mineral salts not neces 
sary for the body, all of which are to be 
found in larger or smaller quantities in 
various fruits, grains and vegetables.” This 
being true, it does not, however, follow 
that we can add such substances to our 
foods with safety; and for that reason leg- 
islation has been enacted against the use 
of many of them. :

“the poison squad.” If, while being fed 
with foods containing, these preservatives, 
they gave evidence of suffering such pre- 
servative was pronounced injurious. 
they gave no such evidence the preserva- 
tive was pronounced safe. There was, how- 
ever, nothing in such tests to indicate 
ture conditions of those who had 
pated in them. So far as could 
digestion, or kidney disease might at 
later time develop, due to the results 


test, but of which nothing could be told 
in the brief time given to 1 Restrictive 
legislation -is therefore in the interest of 
safety, though it may seem in some cases | 
to be rather far fetched. !

We Eat Too Much Meat. 


{Philadelphia Record: The curtail- 
ment in the consumption of meat by 
the people of the United States resulting 
from high prices may not in the end prove 
to be an unmixed evil. A diet too largely 
composed of beef, pork or mutton is not 
considered healthful. Many ailments that 
afflict the human family are pretty conclu- 
sively traced to carnivorous living. With 
the exception of the people of Australia 
and Argentina, who get cheap meat from 
their herds of cattle and sheep, the Ameri- 
cans are credited with the largest per cap- 
ita consumption of meats. In Australia 
and Argentina 250 pounds, and in the 
United States 170 pounds per inhabitant 
per annum is the present estimated rate. 
The British, who are the largest meat eat- 
ers in Europe, consime a little less than 
120 pounds per annum. g 

It may in the end turn out that a perma- 
nent reduction in the cost of living may re- 
sult from the larger consumption of vege- 
table foods that cost less than meat. If the 
meat rate and the death rate shall be con- 
currently cut down what has been esteemed 
a great deprivation may prove a blessing 
in disguise.

no impairment of faculties. The third case 
was that of an Arab, in care of Dr. Bruch 
in Algiers. The patient had come to the 
hospital with a wound on the left. eyelid 
and a depression of the skull, due to a se- 
vere hammer blow, but for two months he 
showed no sign of brain trouble, when he 
became suddenly unconscious and died. 
Post-mortem examination brought the aston- 
ishing discovery that he had been living 
with no brains left. 


People Who Live in Hives. 
[Wide World:] A decidedly quaint form 
of dwelling, built of mud bricks in the form 
of a hive, may be seen in Mesopotamia, 
where villages, and even whole towns, ex- 
hibiting this peculiar form of architecture 
are to be met with. As the country is des- 
titute of trees from which to hew rafters, 
and also devoid, in some parts, of stone, the 
resourceful natives build habitations of 
sun-dried mud bricks with high and steep 
domes by way of roofs. Each home con- 
sists of several of these “hives” standing 
close together, and surrounded by a wall of 
similar material. Each “hive” is a separate 
room. One or more is used to live in; an- 
other is reserved for the animals, while yet

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Horses Catch and Eat Fish. 

{Baltimore News:] On the coast of 
North Carolina there are several miles of 
low, sandy shore, where nothing grows ex- 
cept a coarse grass, a few salt-water weeds 
and wild parsiey. On these banks live a 
strange breed of half-wild horses, known 
as “bankers ponies.” These creatures are 
generally about twice the size of Shetland 
ponies. Every year the herd owners drive 
the “bankers” into pens, brand the foals 
with the proper mark and catch some of the 
older animals to sell to the dealers. 

North Carolinians say the beasts must be 
starved into eating grain, hay or grass, for 
they have always lived on the rank salt 
marsh grass of the marshes and on fish. 
They catch the fish for themselves at low 
tide. With their hoofs they dig deep holes 
into the sand below high-water mark, and 
when the tide falls they greedily devour the 
fish that are stranded in these holes. Often 
they fight briskly over an especially tempt- 
ing morsel. 

In captivity these strange horses are in- 
telligent, but seldom are even in temper. 
Once trained they make excellent draft ani- 


proportionate to their size. Foals bred 
from “bankers” in captivity make valuable 
animals—strong and intelligent. 


Decadence of Prospecting. 

{Engineering Magazine:! Much has 
been said‘ of late about the disappearance 
of the prospector, and aécOrding to my ob- 
servation he is almost extinct; and his de- 
creasing number is due chiefly to two facts: 
The increasing difficulty of finding mines 
(that is, of making valid discoveries as re- 
quired by law) and the obstacles placed in 


employees, Prominent mining men have re- 
cently expressed the opinion that most of 
the large and valuable mines and mining 
districts in the United States have been al- 
ready discovered and as a consequence are 
turning their attention to other countries. 
Statements of that character made by min- 
ing engineers of repute are in themselves 
harmful to the mining industry because of 
their discouraging influence. Careful reflec- 
tion leads me to the contrary view. It is 
perfectly true that the majority of the large 
outcropping mines have been discovered, 
but there must be innumerable others which 
do not show on the surface and which can 
only be found by systematic search or by ac- 
cident in connection with excavations made 
for other purposes.
